Ford And Giscard 
End Summit Meet 
With Compromise 


FOHT DE FRANCE, Martinique 
(AP) — The presidents of the United 
States and France called jointly today 
for a conference of oil consuming and 
oil producing nations “at the earliest 
possible time.” 
The call was a compromise to break 
ac French-American deadlock on how 
best to cope with increased oil prices. 
Presidents Ford and Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing agreed in summit talks on a 
series of “interrelated steps” leading 
to the proposed conference. 
A communique issued as they ended 
two days of talks on this Caribbean 
island said these steps “should be 
taken in sequence:*’ 
—Consuming nations, 
working 
“within the framework of existing 
institutions,” 
should 
develop 
programs for energy conservation, for 
developing existing and alternative 
sources of energy and for financial sol­ 
idarity. 
—Consumer nations should hold a 
meeting next March “to develop an 
agenda and procedures for a con- 
sumer-producer conference.” 
—The preparatory 
discussions 
among consumer countries “will be 
followed by intensive consultations” to 


prepare a unified position for the 
meeting with the exporting countries. 
The two presidents talked in a 
friendly, relaxed atmosphere in the 
balmy Caribbean climate and went 
swimming together during a luncheon 
trip Sunday to a 200-year-old plan­ 
tation hotel. They seemed to have 
ironed out their differences over how 
to cope with the crisis arising from 
soaring oil prices. 
Spokesmen for both described the 
meetings as “amicable and friendly.” 
Aides said the subjects discussed 
included the international monetary 
situation, Middle East problems, the 
European security conference and 
Indochina as well as the oil dilemma. 
One more session was scheduled this 
morning before Ford’s departure for 
Washington. 
Giscard d’Estaing gave a state 
dinner Saturday 
night 
for 
his 
American visitor, and Ford responded 
with an “ All-American” poolside 
barbecue Sunday night. A White House 
chef grilled New York strip steaks for 
the 44 guests. Sarah Vaughan flew 
from the United States to sing and 
received a kiss from President Ford 
for her performance. 
Holdout On Coffee 
Likely To Be Flop

Major I^tm American coffee states 
are planning to withhold coffee beans 
from the market to bolster sagging 
prices, but New York commodity 
experts doubt they will succeed. 
Informed sources in Caracas, 
Venezuela, said Brazil, 
Colombia, 
Mexico and other m ajor coffee 
growers will join smaller Central 
American countries in holding back 30 
per cent of their coffee crop. 
Venezuela’s 
President 
Carlos 
Andres Perez told the Central 
Americans at a summit conference in 
Caracas Saturday that his government 
would use its oil money to back them. 
Informed sources said Venezuela 
would put up $80 million. 
But commodity dealers in New York 
said the coffee countries’ attempt to 
em ulate 
the 
Organization 
of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries would 
probably have little impact on con­ 
sumer prices because there is a sur­ 
plus of coffee beans and consumption 
in the United States is declining. 
On the oil front, Saudi Arabia's oil 
minister says that contrary to rumors, 
his government has no plans to sell its 
investments in Britain. 
“If we start withdrawing it means 
we lose what we have,” Sheik Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani told a television in­ 
terviewer in liondon. “Besides, it 


would hurt the political stability rn a 
country like Great Britain.” 
The Saudis have told American oil 
companies that they will accept only 
U.S. dollars in payment for their oil, 
and this set off rumors last week that 
sent the pound sterling to an alltime 
low on foreign exchange markets. 
Yamani asserted that Saudi Arabia 
is fighting against higher oil prices. 
But he said his government would have 
to “listen carefully” to those who ad­ 
vocate cutting oil production to 
maintain reserves unless Western 
countries supply the technology and 
“full cooperation” Saudi Arabia needs 
to make the best use of its oil revenues. 
In another interview, Kuwait’s 
Finance Director Chalid Abu Saud told

discuss a cut in oil prices seriously.

Watergate cover-up trial is entering its 
final week of testimony with the jury 
verdicts for five former Nixon ad­ 
ministration and campaign aides not 
expected until after Christmas. 
Former Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert C. 
Mardian is testifying in his own 
defense and the prosecutors are ex­ 
pected to cross examine him today. 
Only one more defendant, Kenneth 
W. Parkinson, former lawyer for the 
Nixon re-election committee, is still 
waiting to present his case. 
Mardian and Parkinson often 
seemed like spectators in the crowded 
courtroom during the first ll weeks of 
the trial when attention centered on 
their three co-defendants: 
former 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell and ex- 
Nixon White House aides H. 
R. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman. 
All five are charged with conspiring 
to obstruct the investigation of the 
Watergate breakin. 
Except for Mardian, the other 
defendants also are charged with 
obstruction of justice, and Mitchell, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman with lying 
under oath. 
The charge against Mardian in­ 
cludes the allegation that he called G. 
Gordon Uddy from California on June 
17, 1972, the day of the break-in, and 
told him to try to reach then Atty. Gen.

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Rockefeller O K 
Likely By End 
Of This Week 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The United 
States will have a new vice president 
by the end of the week, if Congress 
keeps its schedule in the last days 
before adjourning and confirms 
Nelson A. Rockefeller as expected. 
In 
addition 
to 
confirming 
Rockefeller 
as 
vice 
president, 
Congress is expected to take final 
action on legislation this week to in­ 
crease unemployment benefits, curb 
strip mining and expand foreign trade 
before adjourning for the year. 
The Rockefeller nomination, already 
approved overwhelmingly in the 
Senate, faces a House vote Thursday 
or Friday after being recommended 
26-12 by the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
Rockefeller’s swearing-in ceremony 
is expected to follow quickly after the 
House vote. The United States has 


been without a vice president since 
Aug. 9. 
House-Senate conference com­ 
mittees also are scheduled to iron out 
differences among several bills 
designed to increase unemployment 
compensation and create more public- 
service jobs. The unemployment rate 
in November rose to 6.5 per cent from 6 
per cent in October, and more than 6 
million persons are out of work. 
A final Senate vote today would send 
to the White House a compromise bill 
aimed at preventing environmental 
damage due to strip mining of coal. 
President Ford has promised he would 
veto the bill on the ground it would 
result in decreased coal production at 
a time when the nation is looking for 
alternatives to expensive foreign oil. 
Ford also has expressed deep 
reservations about the inflationary 


impact of another compromise bill 
that requires 30 per cent of imported 
oil to be carried on U.S. tankers. 
The bill, strongly supported by 
maritime unions and shipping in­ 
terests, is up for final Senate action 
today. 
Ford has said the bill would fuel 
inflation and raise gasoline prices. But 
Senate aides say there is doubt Ford 
will veto the bill because it was made 
clear to him that if he wanted a far- 
reaching trade bill he would have to 
accept the shipping measure. 
The trade bill empowers the 
president to negotiate mutual tariff 
reductions and includes a provision 
aimed at ensuring free emigration of 
Russian Jews. The measure is in a 
House-Senate conference committee to 
work out differences between versions 
approved by the two chambers.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Three 
recommendations emerged Sunday 
night from a meeting of John Glenn 
Democrats, faced with trying to find a 
consensus candidate for state party 
chairman.

End Tobacco Subsidy, 
AM A Journal Urges 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An article in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association today accused Congress of 
subsidizing “ increased death and 
disability” by paying subsidies to 
tobacco 
growers, 
and 
an 
ac­ 
companying editorial urged an end to 
such payments. 
A spokesman for the AMA said it 
was the journal’s 
first 
call 
for 
congressional action against smoking 
after its decades-long campaign of 
educating physicians and patients 
about the hazards of smoking. 
“Congress is using our tax money, in 
many ways, to subsidize increased 
death and disability among our 
citizens, as well as those of the rest of 
the world,” wrote Dr. Weldon J. 
Walker of White Memorial Medical 
Center’s cardiopulmonary unit in Los 
Angeles and a member of the JAMA 
editorial board. 
JAMA editor Robert H. Moser said 
in an editorial: “ W alker’s stern 
challenge to the legislators should be 
heeded.” 
The 
Departm ent 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare calls cigarette 


smoking the leading cause for the 
600,000 deaths a year from coronary 
heart disease, 72,000 deaths from lung 
cancer and 25,000 deaths from chronic 
bronchitis and emphysema. 
The Tobacco Institute Inc., a trade 
organization representing cigarette 
manufacturers, said federal tobacco 
subsidies 
actually 
hold 
down 
production by setting acreage quotas. 
William Kloepfer Jr., the institute’s 
senior vice president, also said federal 
and state excise taxes on tobacco 
products will yield $5.5 billion in reve­ 
nues this year. 
In addition, he said, tobacco held by 
the government will yield a 50 to IOO 
per cent profit when sold, “a pretty 
fantastic business deal.” 
Walker said the death rate from 
heart disease, although still the 
nation’s No. I killer, has been dropping 
steadily since the first U.S. surgeon 
general’s report on smoking and 
health in 1964. 
After a 19 per cent increase on an 
age-adjusted basis between 1950 and 
1963, the death rate from coronary 
heart disease fell 10.5 per cent and 


“ coincided precisely” with the 
surgeon general’s report, he said. 
However, the death rate from lung 
cancer has increased 54 per cent every 
IO years, he said. Walker said the 
adverse effects on human lungs linger 
on after a person stops smoking. 
The cardiologist said the United 
States spends $11.5 billion annually for 
health care costs resulting from 
cigarette smoking. 
He said “Congress seems to be the 
major problem” by increasing the 
price support per pound of tobacco 34 
per cent during the last decade, in­ 
creasing from 7.5 per cent to 9 per cent 
the percentage of cigarettes produced 
free of federal taxes during the same 
period, keeping federal taxes on to­ 
bacco constant from 1968 to 1973 while 
its market value rose 38 per cent, and 
spending more money to promote U.S. 
tobacco exports to other countries. 
“We in the health care field must 
arise and expose those actions,” he 
said. “Our government is responsible 
for programs that foster death, dis­ 
ability and increasing health care 
costs.”

Kidnap-Slaying

A spokesman who attended a 
meeting Sunday night in Indiana, Pa., 
said ll locals, nine in central Penn­ 
sylvania’s District 2 and two in the 
New Kensington area of District 5 in 
southwestern Pennsylvania, agreed to 
support the construction workers.

Boston School 
Desegregation 
Plan Readied 


BOSTON (AP) - The Boston School 
Committee submits its phase two 
desegregation plan in federal court 
today and decides whether to close 
schools early for the holidays following 
a weekend of massive demonstrations 
for and against busing. 
U.S. District Court Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity ordered the committee to 
approve a plan and submit it to him by 
noon today. The committee scheduled 
a vote on the plan, which is slated to 
call for the busing of 35,000 school 
children, just 30 minutes before the 
deadline. 
The 
initial 
court-ordered 
de­ 
segregation plan was implemented in 
Boston schools this fall with the busing 
of 18,000 of the system’s 95,000 pupils. 
That plan has already divided the city 
and led to sporadic racial violence. 
Sunday, some 4,500 school busing 
foes rallied on Boston Common, 
listening to speeches denouncing 
Garrity and calling for a constitutional 
amendment to prohibit forced busing. 
Just 24 hours earlier the Common 
was the scene of a prointegration rally 
which attracted an estimated 20,000 
demonstrators, capping a threemile 
‘ National March Against Racism.” 
Both rallies followed a week of 
violence and demonstrations in a 
number of high schools, and the 
stabbing on Wednesday of a white 
South Boston High School student. 
Seven schools in the predominantly 
white section of South Boston and 
Roxbury High in the city’s black 
section have been closed since that in­ 
cident.

Saving A Symbol 


NEW YORK — On the occasion of his 
recent trip to Japan, President Ford 
cordially invited Emperor Hirohito to 
come see him in Washington next 
spring. The emperor graciously ac­ 
cepted the invitation. Mr. Ford is the 
first American President to visit 
Japan; Hirohito will be the first 
Japanese emperor to visit the con­ 
tinental U.S. 
A little over three decades ago it 
looked as if neither would make it as 
far as 1975. 
The man destined to become 
President of the United States could 
easily have died in the big war against 
Japan. He was serving aboard a 
carrier supporting the American 
liberation of the Philippines when the 
task force was clobbered by a typhoon 
that turned over two destroyers as if 
they and their doomed crews were 
toys. Young Ford was washed across 
the flight deck of the careening carrier 
and was saved from being shot into the 
raging sea, and certain death, only 
because he got caught in the webbing 
of a walk just below the deck. 
The emperor faced the prospect of a 
less glorious death a year or so later. 
He was saved from being prosecuted 
and executed as a war criminal, 
mainly through the efforts of Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur. It was a close 
thing. 
The files of the MacArthur Memorial 
in Norfolk, Va., contain these dramatic 
footnotes to history. 
On January 22,1946 MacArthur (who 
was just beginning his remarkable 
stewardship of Japan) received a 
message from the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
in Washington which read, in part: 
“ Submitted 
by 
Australian 
representative on the War Crimes 
Commission is a proposal that the 
commission charge and list as major 
war criminals Emperor Hirohito and 
61 other Japanese leaders. Australian 
proposal includes memorandum in 
support of charges against Emperor. 
“ Wanted are instructions as to 
whether in accordance Australian 
proposal Emperor and 61 Japs (sic) 
should be listed and charged as war 
criminals .. . War Crimes Com­ 
mission Chairman Lord Wright, 
probably at insistence of Australians, 
wishe(s) to put Jap Emperor’s name 
on war criminals lis t. . . Lord Wright 
(states) that, in view of America 
objections to his proposal, respon­ 
sibility for absence of names of the 
major Japanese war criminals, in­ 
cluding the Emperor’s, 
from the 
commission’s list rests upon the 
United States.” 
MacArthur was happy to assume 
that responsibility. On January 24, 
1946, he sent (by beautiful purple 
wirelsss) the following to Washington: 
“ Investigation has been conducted 
here with reference to possible 
criminal action against the Emperor. 
No specific and tangible evidence has 
been uncovered with regard to his 
exact activities which might connect 
him with the political decisions of the

Japanese Empire during the last 
decade. Even had he had positive ideas 
it would have been quite possible that 
any effort on his part to thwart the 
current of public opinion controlled 
and represented by the dominant 
m ilitary clique would have placed him 
in actual jeopardy. 
“ If he is to be tried, great changes 
must be made in occupational plans 
and due preparation therefore should 
be accomplished in preparedness 
before actual action is initiated. His 
indictment will unquestionably cause a 
tremendous convulsion among the 
Japanese people, the repercussions of 
which cannot be over-estimated. He is 
a symbol which unites all Japanese. 
Destroy him and the nation will 
disintegrate. 
“ Practically all Japanese venerate 
him as the social head of the state and 
believe rightly and wrongly that the 
Potsdam Agreements were intended to 
maintain him as the Emperor of 
Japan. They will regard Allied action 
to the contrary as the greatest 
betrayal in their history and the 
hatreds and resentments engendered 
by this thought will unquestionably 
last for all measurable time. 
“ A vendetta for revenge will thereby 
be initiated whose cycle may well not 
be completed for centuries, if ever. 
The whole of Japan can be expected, in 
my opinion, to resist the action either 
by passive or semi-active means. They 
are disarmed and therefore w ill 
represent no special menace to trained 
and equipped troops; but it is not in­ 
conceivable that all government 
agencies w ill break down, that 
civilized practices will largely cease, 
and a condition of underground chaos 
and disorders amounting to guerrilla 
warfare in the mountainous and 
outlying regions result. I believe all 
hope 
of 
introducing 
modern 
democratic methods would disappear 


and that when m ilitary control finally 
ceased 
some 
form 
of 
intense 
regimentation probably along com­ 
munistic lines would arise from the 
mutilated masses. 
“ This would represent an entirely 
different problem of occupation from 
the one now prevalent. It would be 
absolutely essential to greatly in­ 
crease the occupational forces. It is 
quite possible that a minimum of 
million troops would be required which 
would have to be maintained for an 
indefinite number of years. In addition 
a complete civil service might have to 
be recruited and imported, possibly 
running into a size of several hundred 
thousand. An overseas supply service 
under such conditions would have to be 
set up on practically a war basis 
embracing an indigent civil population 
of many millions. 
“ Uncle Sugar should not be called 
upon to bear unilaterally the terrific 
burden of manpower, economics, and 
other resultant responsibilities if the 
Emperor should be tried as a war 
crim inal.” 
MacArthur^ view prevailed at a 
time when the victors in the great war 
were busy with the grisly task of 
condemning and killing the losers — 
just as the losers would have tortured, 
shot or hanged Truman, Eisenhower, 
M arshall, Nimitz, Churchill, De 
Gaulle, etc. etc. If the war had turned 
out the other way, the Japanese would 
have made a particular point of 
executing MacArthur, the man who in 
reality saved their emperor and their 
skins. 
Captain Robert H. Alexander, USN, 
Ret., director of the MacArthur 
Memorial, has high hopes that when 
the emperor visits Washington in the 
spring he will make a point of popping 
down to Norfolk, last resting place of 
the man who saved his life and the life 
of Japan itself. 
Steel Estimates 
Revised Downward 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Steel 
companies are revising downward 
their estimates of shipments for the 
first half of 1975 because most steel 
markets are showing signs of weak­ 
ness after nearly two years of strong 
demand, Industry Week magazine said 
today. 
It said some major steel firms say 
that even the capital goods market, 
which has been extremely strong in 
1974, is softening. This market has 
helped keep demand for steel above 
capacity levels despite falloffs in the 
automotive and appliance markets, it 
added.

The magazine said the estimates for 
this year now are m ill shipments of 
steel of 109.5 million to 110.5 million net 
tons and raw steel output of 145 million 
to 146 million tons. 
“ More significant, however, are the 
downward revisions in shipment 
estimates for the first half of 1975, 
indicating a developing weakness in 
demand,” Industry Week said. 


It added that in both 1973 and 1974 
first half shipments from U. S. steel 
mills set records, totaling more than 57 
million net tons in each period. “ Now, 
steel makers are expecting shipments 
of no more than 48 million tons in the 
first half of 1975, a drop of nearly IO 
million tons from the 1974 level.” 
The magazine estimated that 
through Dec. 7, the coal miners’ strike 
cost the nation 1.1 million net tons of 
raw steel production and reduced the 
output of finished steel by about 800,000 
tons. 
“ Largely because of the miners’ 
strike, raw steel production in the 
week ended Dec. 7 fell to 2,433,000 net 
tons, the lowest mark since the last 
week of August 1972,” it added. 
Industry Week said that through 
Dec. 7, raw steel output this year was 
2.8 per cent below that of the 
corresponding period in 1973. 


Middle Cast

NEW YORK I AP) — Former Israeli 
prime minister Golda Meir says that 
war may break out in the Middle East 
again this winter, but “that depends 
entirely on our neighbors.” 
Appearing Sunday on CBS’ “ Issues 
and Answers,” Mrs. Meir said she did 
not think that Israel would make a pre­ 
emptive strike but that she had 
learned from experience “ that we 
should be ready for war at any 
moment.”

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Latter I Colem an, M O 


The psychosomatic concept of 
medicine was almost discarded at the 
turn of the century. Opponents of the 
idea felt that this new discipline had no 
validity. 
Since 
then, 
the 
horizons 
of 
psychosomatic medicine have ex­ 
panded. Now it is recognized as vital in 
the understanding of almost all 
physical problems that man is heir to. 
There is NO physical disorder that 
does not have some psychological 
overtone. 
The psyche (mind) and the soma 
(body) are a single, unified, func­ 
tioning element. There cannot be any 
separation between these two if 
disease is to be thoroughly understood. 
Physicians now acknowledge that a 
patient’s social and emotional makeup 
are as important in the diagnosis and 
the cure of disease as are the many 
new tests performed with com­ 
puterized equipment. 
There is a distinct difference bet­ 
ween two terms: “ psychogenic” and 
“ psychosomatic.” A psychogenic 
disease is one that originates in the 
mind Emotional Stress, for example, 
can be responsible for physical 
disorders such as ulcerative colitis or 
bronchial asthma. 
“ Psychosom atic” refers to the 
emotional overtones associated with 
physical illnesses. For example, 


anyone who has recovered from a 
heart attack has a normal right to 
fears and anxieties which will color his 
pattern of living. 
Doctors do not use the 
term 
“ psychogenic” or “ psychosomatic” as 
finger-pointing accusations that a 
patient's complaints are not real. It is 
possible to feel actual pain when the 
origin of the pain lies in the emotions. 


Families of patients who have 
psychological symptoms must be just 
as understanding and supportive as if 
the disorder were purely physical in 
origin. The person who thinks he feels 
pain actually does feel pain. The need 
to alleviate it is as important as if 
there were evidence of a fracture or a 
tumor of the lung. 


In this world of confusion and con­ 
flict it is understandable that the level 
of anxiety about health is high. When 
that level interferes with a person’s 
happiness or capacity to function he 
must seek the specialized guidance of 
doctors or psychologists highly trained 
in the art of emotional disease. 
It is never a shame or a stigma to 
seek such counseling. When an 
emotional 
origin of 
disease is 
suspected, the mature approach is to 
confront the emotional problem, see it 
in its totality, and solve it with 
psychological help.

Strange, he had come to know her face 
with the tic-tac-toe creases and the 
tiny poached brown eyes as well as he 
knew the ivy that clutched the stones of 
his church. 
The driver opened the glass slide of 
the funeral coach. “ Back to the 
church, pastor?” The aging man shook 
his head. “ No, to Mrs. Barton’s flat. I 
must take care of a few things.” 
She had left all of her furniture and 
effects to Goodwill Industries. It was 
predictable. Ma had outlived everyone 
in her family, and she knew that 
Goodwill employs the handicapped. A 
Christian act. 
The pastor didn’t get to know her, 
really, until the past year. He drew no 
joy from seeing her face in the 
congregation, but, after two Sundays,' 
he missed it. The withered face with 
the white hair and the black bonnet 
was missing. It was as though someone 
had stolen an ornament. 
He called on her, and found that she 
had broken her hip in a fall on a wet 
kitchen floor. She called a doctor, but 
she wouldn’t go to a hospital. She used 
a cheap bamboo cane. 
“ Oh,” she had said brightly, “ I ’m 
not going to die, Reverend. God doesn’t 
want me yet. Too much work to do.” 
Sometimes she babbled on with no 
punctuation. “ The thing that hurts me 
is my jar. In that closet on the top shelf 
I have a big five-gallon glass jar. 
“ Would you believe me if I told you 
that every Sunday of my life I put a 
small white bean in that jar—that is, if 
I went to church? If I missed” —she 
laughed—“ and I had to be very sick or 
maybe the snow was too high, I put a 
black bean in.

NAZARETH, Israel (A P) - It’s a 
gray Christmas season in Nazareth, 
the little town where Christ spent his 
boyhood. 
Nazareth is broke. The mayor has 
resigned. The pilgrim trade is 
shrinking. 
If such 20th century problems 
weren’t enough to dim the Christmas 
lights winking in the old alleyway 
bazaar, there is one more thing to 
make the festive season gray — 
December is the rainy season in the 
hills of Galilee. 
“ But we want to make Nazareth feel 
good for Christmas,’’ says Ali Haidar, 
an Arab school inspector who is acting 
as mayor of the all-Arab town. “ We 
are cleaning up and decorating, and 
the Moslems and Christians are 
making sweets to give each other. 
Here we celebrate each other’s 
feasts.*’ 
And despite the financial squeeze 
abroad and the Middle East tension 
that has reduced Israel’s tourist trade 
by somewhere from 15 to 30 per cent, a 
Franciscan priest at the Church of the 
Annunciation forecasts a standing- 
room-only crowd for midnight Mass on 
Christmas Eve. 
“ We have to issue tickets for the 
Mass so the local parish doesn’t get 
mobbed by visitors,” says Father 
Peter Eichelberger, a Franciscan who 
came to the Holy Land from Chicago 30 
years ago. 
Half of Nazareth’s 38,000 Arabs are 
Christian and the massive modem 
church — built over a grotto venerated 
as the Virgin Mary’s house — is bound 
to be jammed even if fewer foreign 
worshippers show up this year. 
A Jewish town in Biblical times, 
Nazareth was seized by Jewish forces 


Senate OKs 
Trade Bill 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A trade bdl 
containing a historic appeal for human 
rights in Communist countries has won 
a surprisingly easy Senate victory, 
virtually assuring final congressional 
approval next week. 


The bill, which assumed priority 
status because of economic upheaval 
brought on by world food shortages 
and high oil prices, was passed by the 
Senate 77 to 4 Friday night. 


The vote ended a whirlwind debate 
that provided little opportunity for 
senators to discuss the measure, which 
sponsors concede grants the President 
unprecedented powers in the trade 
field. 


The bill now goes to conference with 
the House, which passed a similar 
measure last December. Rep. 
Al 
Ullm an, DOre., second ranking 
Democrat on the House Ways and 
Means Committee, said, “ I ... see no 
obstacles to final enactment.”

in the 1948 Mideast war and became 
the unofficial Arab capital of Israel. 
It’s Arab residents are Israeli citizens. 
A picturesque jumble of hillside 
houses, minarets and church spires, 
Nazareth dates to the New Testament 
and a visitor could almost imagine 
walking through the twisting lanes to 
Joseph’s carpentry shop, where Jesus 
grew up. 
The present town is only a few 
hundred years old, however, and 
boasts few relics of its antique past. 
“ There is a tourist attraction called 
the house of Joseph the Carpenter,” 
says Father Peter, “ but it is an 
outright fraud.” 
Nazareth’s 
many 
churches, 


monasteries and convents cause one of 
the town’s major problems. 
“ The churches own one-third of the 
property in Nazareth,” says the acting 
mayor, “ but they pay no taxes.” So the 
town operates in the red and the Israeli 
government is giving almost $2 million 
this year to the municipal budget. 
Municipal affairs are confused, says 
Haidar. In elections a year ago, the 
Communist party won seven of the 
town council’s 15 seats and the 
resulting political squabbles were so 
intense that the mayor quit and the 
council 
collapsed. 
The 
central 
government appointed Haidar and five 
civil servants to run the town. 
“ We have many problems,” Haidar 


said in an interview. “ We need 200 
more school classrooms. We need 
more roads. The only real street in 
Nazareth is Pope Paul VI Road and it 
is jammed with traffic. We need more 
playgrounds and gardens and more 
sewage facilities. We have no in­ 
dustry.” 
Thousands of Nazareth’s residents 
are factory workers but they work a 
couple of miles away in Upper 
Nazareth, a separate, modem and all- 
Jewish town that has a Ford Motor 
plant and other industries. 
“ We are negotiating with the 
churches, trying to get them to pay 
taxes,” Haidar said, “ and we want to 
develop tourism.”

Quits Coaching 


SOUTH BEND, Ind. (AP) - After ll 
seasons at the helm of America’s most 
traditional 
college football 
power, 
Notre Dame’s Ara Parseghian has de­ 
cided he needs a rest. 
In a short statement released to 
newsmen Sunday, Parseghian said he 
would leave coaching for at least one 
year to rest and evaluate the future 
course of his carcer. 
The announcement, probably not 
due until after Parseghian directs the 
ninth-ranked Irish in the Orange Bowl 
game against No. 2 Alabama on New 
Year’s Eve, apparently was made to 
stop speculation that Parseghian 
would take another college job or move 
to the professional ranks. 


“I’m not resigning at this time to 
take any other coaching position either 
on 
the 
college 
level 
or 
in 
the 
professional ranks,” Parseghian’s 
statement said. "I just felt that I 
should get away from coaching for at 
least one year. 
“I just need time to rejuvenate 
myself physically and emotionally.” 
This has been a stress-filled year for 
the 
51-year-old 
Parseghian. 
Three 
close friends have died. One of his two 
daughters is afflicted with multiple 
sclerosis. The other daughter was 
married this fall. 


His team, which appeared headed to 
an easy defense of its national title, 
was rocked by dismissal of six players 
from the university in a disciplinary 
action that Parseghian protested 
vehemently, and other key players 
were injured before the season even 
began. 
“The pressure has taken the toll on 
the man,” said a longtime associate. 
“It’s time for him to slow down. I’m 
surprised he’s been able to keep up the 


pace this long.” 
Close friends say they have seen 
Parseghian’s decision coming for 
some time. One said the decision was 
made after the Navy game this year. 
“After 25 years as a head coach, I 
find myself physically and emotionally 
drained,” Parseghian said. “This is 
certainly not an impulsive decision. 
“I’ve been mulling this over in my 
head for some time now, and.I finally 
decided at midseason that my health 
and the welfare of my family was more 
important than anything else.” 
Parseghian 
scheduled 
a 
news 
conference at ll a.m. Tuesday to 
discuss his decision. He would not 
come to the telephone to talk with 
newsmen who called his unlisted home 
number. 
Parseghian 
will 
remain 
at 
the 
university for the next year, helping 
with the athletic program, said The 
Rev. Edmund P. Joyce, vice president 
in control of athletics. 
Before coming to Notre Dame in 
1964, Parseghian was head coach eight 
seasons at Northwestern and five at 
Miami of Ohio, where he began his 
coaching career in 1951. 
The Associated Press learned that 
four of Parseghian’s assistants have 
his endorsement to the faculty board to 
succeed him. 
They are George Kelly, linebacker 
coach; 
Paul 
Shouts, 
defensive 
coach; 
Joe

coach, and Tom Pagna, offensive 
backfield coach. A decision is not 
expected until after the Orange Bowl.

Rome. “ A condition in which one 
billion people suffer from malnutrition 
is consistent 
with no 
concept 
of 
justice.” 
The offense of it cuts against the 
entire fabric of Biblical demands for 
human decency. Over and over again, 
throughout both the Old Testament 
and the New, Scripture hammers 
away at society’s obligation to brace 
up the poor, to protect the weak, 
relieve the suffering and stop the 
exploitation of the downtrodden. 
“What do you mean by crushing my 
people, by grinding the face of the 
poor?’ says the I^ord God of Hosts.” 
The prophet 
Isaiah lashed at the 
inequities. “ Woe to those . . . who keep 
writing oppression, to turn aside the 
needy from justice and to rob the poor 
of my people of their right.” 
At the heart of both Judaism and 
(’hristianity, the faith of followers 
repeatedly is identified with the help 
they render to fellow beings in need. 
No other single imperative bulks so 
large in Biblical teaching, other than 
warnings against spuming God’s truth 
for false idolatries. God himself is 
regularly portrayed as a partisan of 
the poor. “The Bible is on the side of 
the poor, the impecunious and the 
destitute,” said the late great Scrip­ 
tural scholar Karl Barth. “God in no 
wise takes up a neutral position be­ 
tween the poor an and the rich man. 
The rich may take care of their own 
future; he is on the side of the poor.” 
However, at Christmas 1974, in the 
richer nations of Europe and America, 
in the predominant areas of professed 
Christianity and Judaism, the people 
consume a mounting proportion of the 
world’s goods and grapple for more, 
while across the borders in poorer 
lands, millions go underfed and en­ 
feebled beneath a lowering cloud of 
mass starvation. 
Authorities differ on just when the 
crisis 
w ill 
take 
on 
calam itous 
proportions — possibly in 1975 or as 
late as 1988 — but they agree that 
conditions are accumulating toward 
an imminent tragedy of world-wide 
magnitude. 
“The spiral of starvation is even now 
accelerating rapidly,” says a report by 
the New York state province of Roman 
Catholic bishops. “The areas under the 
shadow of this mounting holocaust of 
hunger stretch around the earth.” 
A variety of causes are blamed for 
the grim prospect, including: 
Newly apparent scarcities in basic 
raw materials, passions among af­ 
fluent nations for ever greater con­ 
sum ption, 
their 
preem inent 
technologies, 
the 
com paratively 
meager purchasing power of poorer 
countries in international trade, 
sw elling 
inflation, 
burgeoning 
populations, twists of nature. 
As the prosperous nations sharpen 
their scramble for the earth’s limited 
resources, resulting in bloated costs, 
many poorer countries are largely 
squeezed out of the market, unable to 
afford productive necessities of fer­ 
tilizer, fuel and equipment to feed 
surging populations. 
For example, 
U.S. lawns and golf courses absorbed 
enough fertilizer to meet the 1974 
shortage of it in India, where lack of 
capital to get it meant less to eat. 
“We may be on the verge of one of 


the great discontinuities in human 
history,” says economist laster R. 
Brown. “We’re moving into a situation 
of world scarcity so that for some of us 
to consume more means that others 
must consume less.” 


Along with the devouring strain on 
nature’s capacities, changing weather 
patterns have thrown a widening belt 
of drought across the poorer countries 
around the globe, withering crops and 
grass, decim ating livestock and 
people. 
That “highway of hunger,” 1,700 
miles wide, for the last seven years has 
crept 30 miles farther south annually 
from 
A frica’s Sahara 
desert, 
spreading desolation in the Upper 
Volta, 
N iger, Chad, 
Senegal, 
M auritania, Ethiopia and Sudan, 
reaching into Sierra I>eone, Uganda, 
Zaire and Kenya. The drought circle 
crosses Yemen, southern India and 
parts of I^atin America. 
With the monsoon belt also edging 
southward as temperatures inch up­ 
ward in the northern hemisphere and 
downward in the southern hemisphere, 
the climatic distress has stretched 
around the earth, bringing destructive 
floods in Bangladesh, Pakistan and 
Indonesia, 
droughts 
in 
India 
and 
across I^atin America, in Ecuador, 
Peru and Bolivia. 
Altogether about 40 of the poorest 
countries involving 900 million people 
already 
are 
suffering 
general 
malnutrition damaging to body and 
brain, a desperate sector often termed 
the “fourth world.” Another billion 
people 
in 
poor 
lands 
go 
un­ 
dernourished, deficient in proteins and 
other dietary needs. 
Clarence C. Ferguson, U.S. am ­ 
bassador to the United 
Nations 
Economic and Social Council, says the 
gradually worsening elemental and 
economic capabilities in the poor 
countries, 
along 
with 
rising 
con­ 
sumption in the richer nations, have 
drained 
food 
stocks 
and 
brought 
humanity to the “brink of a world 
disaster in food.” 
Total world food reserves, which 
amounted to enough for 69 days as 
recently as 1970, have shrunk rapidly 
since then, with reserves in 1974 down 
to enough only for 26 or 27 days, the 
lowest in a quarter century. 
Meanwhile, per capita consumption 
has soared in the richer countries 
during the last two decades, often 
reaching levels of superabundance, 
while per capita consumption among 
the swelling populations of poorer 
countries has sagged to a point of 
uncertain survival. 
Half the world’s population limps 
along on only 8 per cent of the world’s 
income, while the lion’s share of it, 92 
per cent, goes to the other half. 
Approximately a fifth of the world’s 
people consumes four-fifths of the 
world’s total output, and eats 20 times 
as much food per capita as the poorer 
majority. In America, a tiny 6 per cent 
of the world’s population consumes 40 
per cent of the world’s total disposable 
commodities. 
It’s a doubly depleting cycle, with 
the well-to-do absorbing more and 
more, 
while the multiplying poor 
populations get less and less, despite 
the growth in total output.

Carey B. Joynt, head of the in­ 
ternational relations department of 
Iiehigh University, says that unless 
present aid to poorer countries is 
doubled, 
“ we 
shall 
confront 
a 
worldwide picture of starvation” and a 
“rising tide of misery involving 80 per 
cent of mankind.” 
“The nation stands at a crossroads 
of history,” he adds. “If we fail to meet 
this challenge, our hopes for world 
order will disappear in a flood of 
unimaginable misery and chaos.” 
Nevertheless, aid from the richest 
nation, the United States, has gone 
down — not up - during recent years, 
despite erroneous im pressions of 
A m erica’s surpassing generosity. 
Actually, the nation ranks 14th among 
the 16 better-off nations in aid to poor 
areas, as measured by percentage of 
gross national product. 
The United States provides a smaller 
share of its wealth than Australia, 
Japan and most western European 
nations. U.S. aid amounts to only a 
tenth of what it was 25 years ago, less 
than I per cent of the budget. Nearly 
half of that is linked with military 
considerations in Indo-China, Korea 
and the Middle East. 
“The record of the United States in 
this field is remarkably melancholy,” 
says economist James 
P. Grant, 
president of the Overseas Develop­ 
ment Council. He says that an in­ 
creasingly interdependent world, half 
of it satiated with goods, the other half 
desperate for bare 
necessities, 
is 
facing either “the law of the jungle or 
cooperation.” 
“Time is running out,” he adds. 
Ixing ago in the midst of an ancient 
pagan world that catered only to rank, 
power and wealth with no concern for 
the weak, a tiny enclave of Judaism 
unleashed a ringing, sacred plea for 
nurturing the poor, the disinherited, 
the faint, the stranger at the gate. 
“You shall open wide your hand to 
your brother, to the need and to the 
poor 
of 
the 
land,” 
declares 
Deuteronomy 15:11, an early com­ 
pilation of the holy law, Christianity 
also preserved that sensitivity to the 
poor. God’s love does not dwell in 
“ anyone who has the world’s goods 
and sees his brother in need, yet closes 
his heart against him ,” says John’s 
first epistle. 
A command laid down 
both in 
leviticus 19:18 of the Old Testament 
and by Jesus in Matthew 19:19 of the 
New Testament puts the obligation in 
sweeping terms: "You shall love your 
neighbor as yourself.” 
But in the world of old, just as in the 
present econom ically unbalanced, 
topsy-turvy world, there was greed, 
gluttony and hoarding by the mighty. 
The prophets offered dire admonition
